The disclosure came in a list 
submitted by the FBI to the U.S. 
magistrate on 
the results of

Sunday 
search 
of 
the 
Provo, 
Utah,home of Richard Floyd McCoy 
Jr . 29, a Vietnam veteran majoring 
in law enforcement at Brigham 
Young University. 
Agents 
had 
dug 
up 
McCoy’s 


backyard during the search, but the 
money was found in a box taken 
from his brick home. Among other 
items reported seized at the home 
were: 
A green military-type flight suit 
with two aerial flare cartridges in 
the pockets, and a second flight suit 
A blue and white parachute with 
red trim and a black parachute 
harness 
—Two helmets, one crash type 
and one military jump style.

pistol 
and 
holster 
and 
clothing, which were in the box with 


the money 
Two electric typewriters and a 
brown striped sport coat 
The UAL hijacker was given a 
$500,000 ransom in the escapade 
which started Friday over Colorado 
and 
included 
a 
landing 
in 
San 
Francisco and a bail-out over Provo 
FBI agents took four boxes and 
two suitcases Irom the McCoy home 
Sunday, saying they had “evidence 
but refused to disclose if the money 
had been found 


McCoy taught Sunday School last 


year lor the Mormon church, and a 
teen-age student he had said “all he 
ever talked about was sin " McCoy 
told classmates at Brigham Young 
University that he “ wanted to make 
his dent on the world by uncovering 
organized crime, was held without 
bail at Salt Lake County jail 
He 
was 
arraigned 
Sunday 
on 
charges of air piracy and interfering 
with an airline crew member U.S. 
Magistrate A M Ferro declined to 
grant bail because of the seriousness 
of 
the 
crim e, 
which 
carries a 
maximum penalty of death 


McCoy was accused of hijacking 
the United Air Lines 727 with % 
persons 
aboard 
over 
Colorado 
Friday and forcing it to land in San 
Francisco. 
The 
hijacker, 
who 
carried two guns, a grenade and 
plastic 
explosives, 
allowed 
91 
passengers to leave the plane after 
the airline paid $500,000 ransom 
Then he allegedly forced the pilot to 
fly over Provo, about 40 miles south 
of here, where he bailed out with the 
suitcases full of money. 
A casual conversation with 
a 


friend about skyjacking and the 
concern of his sister m law over his 
absence from home Friday evening 
turned suspicion on McCoy, the FBI 
reported.

McCoy talked to him a few weeks 
ago about how a successful hijack 
could be pulled off. 
The FBI, in a complaint filed with 
Ferro, said McCoy’s handwrifing

It was the furthest the B52s have 
ever penetrated in North Vietnam 
and the first time they have struck 
targets north of the DMZ in four 
years. They have steered clear of 
the north until now because of the 
Surface-to-Air (SAM) missiles to 
which they are vulnerable. 
North Vietnam has sent thousands 
of troops across the border into 
South Vietnam and pilots flying over 
North Vietnam have reported long 
lines of tanks, supply trucks and 
more and more anti-aircraft guns 
and missile launchers strung out 
along Highway 1 north of the DMZ. 
The military sources said the B52 
strikes were ordered personally by 
President Nixon as part of the 
retaliatory air strikes against the 
invasion into Quang Tri Province in 
the extreme northeastern section of 
South Vietnam. Monsoon ram and 
clouds 
prevented 
fighterbombers 
from hitting the target areas today. 
Vinh, capital of Nghe Province, is 
the birthplace of Ho Chi Minh, the 
late North Veitnamese president 
who

It is

Vietnam’s

most 
important port after Haiphong and 
pilots said it was jammed with war 
materiel. 
Before today’s B52 strike U.S. Air 
Force and Navy fighterbombers had 
pounded the SAM sites in hundreds 
of raids. The military sources said 
the decision to send B52s against 
Vmh indicated the smaller fighter­ 
bombers had been successful in 
eliminating the SAM threat.

blunders into arrest

tall, 
husky 
man 
inadvertantly walked into the arms ot FBI agents Sunday 
night after he allegedly attempted to hijack a Pacific 
Southwest Airlines Boeing 727 following a formula nearly 
identical to one used by a hijacker two days earlier. 
FBI agents subdued the would-be hijacker at Lindbergh 
International Airport here after he startled authorities by 
agreeing to leave the aircraft to pick up himself maps and 
weather information he had demanded for a flight toward 
Miami. 
"He doesn t appear to be the smartest hijacker .I’ve 
heard of," one official said. 
The FBI identified him as Stanley Harlan Speck, 31, of 
San Francisco.

F ran cis B yrnes, one of the nation s m ost v ersatile and 
honored statesm en He died at his hom e Sunday a t 92. 
The body of the fo rm er Suprem e C ourt ju stice, "a ssis ta n t 
presid en t,’’ secretary of state and governor w as to lie in 
state at the rotunda of the statehouse for 24 hours preceed- 
mg noon services W ednesday. 
P resident Nixon led the nation in m ourning the death of 
Byrnes. 
"N o m an in A m erican history has held so m any positions 
of responsibility in all branches of our governm ent with 
such distinction,’’ said Nixon. “ He w as a g reat p atrio t who 
alw ays put his country ahead of his party . ’ 
M rs Nixon will atten d the funeral. 
Byrnes, hospitalized th ree tim es in recen t years, had 
been in declining health during the past few m onths He 
died at 1 30 p.m 
Sunday w ith his wife M aude and his 
private nurse at his side. 
The funeral will be at T rinity E piscopal C hurch, across 
the street from the statehouse, w ith burial in the church 
cem etery. 
Byrnes served as “ a ssistan t president 
under Franklin 
D R oosevelt and w as a key figure in m obilizing the nation 
for World W ar II and negotiating postw ar tre a tie s 
Byrnes had been nam ed to the U. S Suprem e C ourt by

may arrive at their Bering sea 
summer feeding grounds only to 
lace a renewed harvest by the v a s t . 
pelagic whaling fleets of Russia and 
Japan 
Russia 
was a signatory to 
the 1937 Grey Whale 
conservation agree­ 
ment between the 
whaling nations but, 
in 1967, Santa Bar­ 
bara 
expert 
Jim 
Mills followed up a 
lead that Eskimos 
on Diomede Island 
in 


the Bering Sea had heard harpoon 
guns firing and, just north of tiny 
Lawrence 
Island, 
cam e upon 
a 
Soviet “ mother ship’’ with smaller 
catcher boats deployed A U.S. Air 
Force patrol reported a second 
Soviet whaler nearby, Mills said 
Russia’s floating factories took 43 
percent 
of 
last 
year’s 
harvest 
Japan, which never signed the 1937 
agreem ent, 
accounted 
for

percent. Recent though unverified 
estim ates 
that 
the Grey 
Whale 
population has dipped 15 percent

This country had previously used 
whale products in face creams, 
lubricating oil, soap, margarine, 
and pet food (Cal Cam. The new 
embargo will stimulate domestic 
production of substitutes and is so 
comprehensive as to affect the 
importation ot foreign cars with 
whale

additives

transmissions The Grey Whale is 
not on this list but is similarly 
protected. 
Yet the Soviets and Japanese, who 
may have more immediate uses for 
their catch, remain out of reach and 
so wary is the State Department of
